K. U. Chernenko began work- 
ing when he was still very 
young for kulaks (rich pea- 
sants}. All his subsequent ca- 
reer has been linked with 
work, first in (ha Komsomol 
(Young Communist League], 
and then In Parly organizations.

Hero it is not 
out of place in observe the old 
wise rule: "Look before you 

leap." Bill this by no means jus- 
tifies those who in general do 
not wish to reckon with (he 
changed conditions and with the 
new demands of life. 

Display moro independence at 
all levels, conduct bold searches, 
undertake, if need be, a jusii- 
fiablo rlBk for the sake or rais- 
ing Uie effectiveness of the eco- 
nomy and the people's living 
standards — this is what we ex- 
pect from our economic experts. 

You know that last year tho 
CPSU Central Committee and tho 
government worked out and 
adopted a number of decisions 
on fundamental questions ol eco- 
nomic development. These de- 
cisions provided the Party and 
economic bodies wllli definite 
levers to raiso Uio effectiveness 
of production and to accelerate 
the country's economic dcwlon- 
nient.

Ljho Tllakarl Madrasah. 
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Like symbols ol us great past the blue cupolas, 
llio stalely portal arches and slender minaret 
needles tower over Samarkand. 

The tong history of Samarkand Is hurled In an- 
cient times. The succeeding dynastic? ol Abbu- 
sltls, Sam, inlds. and KarakluuiUH competed In 
building mausoleums, mosques, pnrlm and deco- 
rative ponds In Ihe city. . . The Mongolian lnva- 
sliin ol Ihe lute 12th century brought the city lo 
Ihe verge ol extinction, 

Hut I ho city saw a time of sudden revival in 
the I4(li century- Samarkand became the capital 
ol Timur's Empire. Tho best architects, artisans 
and masters were brought here lo build Sa- 
markand. 

Naturally Samarkand today Is a major tourist 
attraction. Sliak-l-Zlndeh ls nne of the bust city's 
cmnnhlcs, The CDseinb'e'.s latest mausoleum was 
bulll In the I2lh century. The eyes ol visitors rest 
lor a long lime on the bright-blue carved mo- 
saics covering llio walls ol Ike building. 

Not tar Irom Shah-1 -Z I udeli can be found the 
rciiiiiautR of the Ulugh Beg observatory, one ol 
llio most perfect of its time. Ulugh Beg was the 
learned ru'er of Samaiknnd. In the central pari 
ol Ihe ancient city rises the mass of two grandio- 
se buildings: Timur's Cathedra! Mosque and the 
Bibl Khanmn Mausoleum. 

Alter ten minutes of walking one comes to 
Reglslan— the trade centre of ancient Samarkand. 
The squaru is surrounded with the monumental 
portals of three famous madrasahs— Ulugh Beg, 
Shlrdar, find Tllakarl. Going west along one ol 
Ihe six streets giving in to the square, one may 
irrtve al ihe city's most beautiful monument— 
Gur-Amtr, the family mausoleum of the Tlmurlds. 

It Is Impossible to describe Samarkand la just 
a few lines. Each building here Is steeped In le- 
gend, has a history of its own, and Is outstanding 
for Its original decoration. All Hits makes Sa- 
markand a place of traditional pilgrimage lor 
tourists from all over the world. 


Hon. One particularly interest- 
ing find is a bone cut in two 
with a saw, Indicating Uie no 
mads made use of this tool.

Agriculture in 
the USSR: potential 
and results

Oul of Iho couniry's 553 mi- 
llion hectares ot agricultural 
land about 230 mllLlon ls plough- 
land which mokes a little mo- 
re than 10 per cent ol the 
country's territory. This Is on 
a level with average world 
standards. Though soil and cli- 
matic conditions In the USSR 
are less favourable Ilian those 
In West European countries or, 
nay, tn llio USA, the potential yield 
Is high with a large selcrtlon oi 
rul rivaled crops. These lands 
nro til roi growing grain and fo- 
dder crops, flax, rice, vegetables 
and frit lls, In southern dial 
rich— lea. cotton, grapes amt 
citrus [mils. 

Favourable conditions exist fur 
intensive and diversified If. 
vestork breeding In practically 
any region on Ihe country Irom 
tlm Extreme North (reindeer- 
breeding] la Ihe Central Asian 
dcocrls (highly profll.ihle kura 
kul sheep -breeding). 

Alio ul 23 million jic-npit- are 
engaged in agricultural pro- 
duction m» collective and shite 
farms (not count Eng Subsidiary 
brandies uiul those wlirwc mil pul 
Is meant lor agriculture). This 
Is ill per rent of Ihe totul num- 
ber ol punple engaged In nil 
branches ol llio ilallriiiol c-conn 
my. 

Coriecltve aud stale lartns 
have a mighty machine and 
Iraclor Heel. Power-consuming 
capacities In agriculture have 
grown from 232 million In 6Q8 
million lip over the past 17 
years. 

The share at Investments lu 
agriculture compared with tho 
total sum ol allocations In oil 
economic branches lopped 27 
per cent. This /ear 38,000 ml- 
lllon roubles will be invested, 
exceeding more Ilian two times 
Ihe annual budgetary expendi- 
ture on Ihe country's defences. 

lu short, tlio country's accumu- 
lated agricultural potential la 
guile Impressive. It can rueci Its 
own requirements In all kinds oi 
raw moterinla and load except 
tropical products such as coffee, 
cocoa, bananas and so on. 

Some collective and state 
farms have already attained Uie 
production level corresponding 
lo ibefr potential. There are 
farms in all regions ot ihe 
country, even In Siberia or . tn 
the norlh ol the Non-Black 
Barth Zone of (he Russian Fe- 
deration, reaping a stable har- 
vest of grain crops not leas than 
3-4 and even 5 tonnes per 
hectare, even In years oi unfa- 
vourable weather conditions. 

Today we can speak not only 
about Individual highly produc- 
tive farms but of whole districts 
with dozens of collective and 
stale farms, and even administra- 
tive regions where Ihe number 
of such farms runs Info hundreds, 

The economy graivs like a 
Iree: II; does not boa/ fruit right 
away. According to exports, the 
USA- went through a period 'of 
accumulation of . potential late In 
Ihe lBlb century. Historically, 
llio USSR '.embarked upon the 
road of. a renewal of lls agricul- 
tural potential not long ago.

SAYS JOHN CHRYSTAL

But 1 believe that any area ol 
srlonlilic cooperation would bo 
of benefit for both nations, os 
well as for the whole world. 
The mulual buying of licences 
could Blart off cooperation In 
agricultural machine-building. 
Equally Important, of course, 
would be an exchange of spe- 
cialists to directly supervise food 
processing In both countries. 

Regrettably, owing lo the 
well-known posiLlon adopted by 
Lhe US administration this coo- 
peration has slowed down, 
which I think has harmed both 
nations. 

What does the US business 
community feel about Improving 
economic links between our two 
countries? 

To begin with, US business- 
men Interested In better bilate- 
ral rotations Bhould keep In do- 
se contact with your country. 
This would also facilitate better 
Intergovernmental contacts. If 
business relations ore successful 
they promote mutual trust which 
Is bound to produce trust at di- 
plomatic level. On the contrary, 
the lack of such contacts will 
inevitably complicate the politi- 
cal situation, TTiiB opinion of mi- 
ne Is shared by many American 
businessmen In favour of the 
broad development of economic 
links with the USSR.
